TO SETTLE THE TllOUBLE. 



Proposed Board of Arbitration to 
Arrange Matters Betv/eeu China 
aud Japau. 

Siiigular Charge Affainst Aniericaii 
Men of-War— Japaneae Will 
Take Fekln. 

\ Pahih, Oob. 13. — The statement is pub- 
llahed that the agents of the various powers 
will shortly hold a conference at Fekin for 
the purpose of appointing a board of arbitra- 
tion to settle tho China and Japaneeo troublo. 
; London, Oct. KJ — A Tientsin diapatoh 
aays that \Veng, tho favorite tutor of the 
I'jtnpcror, is travelling incognito, and re- 
cently yisited Sieatsia 'Md^ several other 
pUtces acting; as ' a spy on behalf of the 
Emporor. Upon hia return to tho capital 
Wong visited Li Hung Chang, who was 
greatly surpriaed to aeo him. Groat ohangca 
are looked for iu m&ny departments. Sec- 
retary MoArtnoy of tho Chineae legation 
declarea there ia no truth In tho rumors that 
China haa begun nueutiationa with Japan for 
n aottleinent of tho war. 

Tho Central Noiva ia informed that Japan 
haartjocted as inadcquatB China'a propoaala 
of peaoo. Tho report wua that China had 
offered to aoknoirledKe Korea's independ- 
ence and pay a wur. Indemnity in ease hos- 
tilitieB sh ould be BUspeiided forthwith. 
. " Kew York, Oct. 13. — A special from 
"Washington says : The United States will 
decline the invitation of Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Ruasla to join in a 
friendly intervention in tho war between 
China and Jupan. Tiio declination is baaed 
on tho policy of thia government to avoid 
any entansUng alliuDce with foreign powero, 
and it ia pointed out that this country has 
Bo far got along very well by attending to its 
own buslnesB, and that so long as it con- 
tinuea to prosper by that policy it will not 
depart from it. 

There ia conBiderable excitement in China- 
town over a report from China direct that in 
a great naval engagement off Korea between 
the Chinese and Japanese tho former were 
aided in their efforts to destroy tho fleet of 
tho Mongolian empire by tho men-of-ivar of 
tho U.S. fquadron now on tho Aaiatio ata- 
tion. The report would have created a 
greater commotion in the Chinese colony 
were it not for tho fact that the Chinese are, 
after all, pretty eenaiblo foUowa, and did not 
swallow tho atory without a grain of salt 
and a suspioion that those who spread tho 
story bad taken a grain too much opium. 
The report was brought here by Mok Wing, 
said to be one of the rlcbcat ChineBo mer- 
chants in the city, who has juat 
got back from his native country and is 
credited with being on the man-of-war 
Cbing Yuen during the fight. 

The Yiien's.oomroander, says Mofc Wing, 
was an ~ Amerieanised . Chinaman, who' was 
astonished during the Sgfat to see three 
meu-of'war flying tho' American colors bear 
down on the Chinese 9eet and pour broad- 
side after broadside into several Chinese 
cruisers. 'The Chicg Yuen itself ia alleged 
to have anfferad materially, and finally the 
Yuen, tdgetlier with aeveral other Chinese 
cruisers, turned, on the vessels' flying tlm 
American odors and drove them off. There 
was no difficulty ia finding plenty of China- 
men who had heard this story In Mott and 
Pell streets. Tom Leo and other intelligent 
English-speaking Chinamen aaid they did 
not undorataod that Mok Wing had been on 
board the Ching 'i'uen, but; had aimply re- 
ported what he had heard before leaving 
China. They added that all tho intolligeuc 
Chinamen hero felt that the report must be 
untrue, and poaaibly sprang from tho 
fact that aomo of tho Japaneae men-of- 
war may have fbwn Ihe American flag. 

Wasiiihgton, Oct, 13 — Tho cffioiala of 
the Japaneae legation ridicule the report 
that Great Britain and Russia are deter- 
mined that the victorious armies of -Japan 
shall not occupy Korea. These gentlemen 
say that the Japanese government has 
repeatedly disclaimed any intention of ter- 
ritorial aggrandisomenb In tho war with 
China, and that Japan desires nothing 
further thfkn at the oonolusion of hosiilitica 
that Korea ehall have a government that 
shall be independent and sufficiently strong 
to be self-supporting, Apropos of 
this a well founded story is cir- 
culated in -diplomatio quarters regarding 
Russia's atticude on the Korean question. 
It is aaid that several weeks before hostili- 
ties began the Buisiaa minister at Tokio 
called at the Japanese foreign ofSco and 
stated among other things that Japan would 
incur a heavy responsibility if she did not 
at onoo withdraw her troops from Korea. 
To this tho Jupuncac miniater of 
foroign iiffiira replied fruidily that 
hiB cnuuLry waa not considerini; 
tho parlillon of Korea ; that; -Japan would 
not withdraw her troops from Korean soil 
until Bulibfiod that tho Hovornment waa able 
lo euppreiisi internal Iroublea in tho future, 
and tliua give ample protection to tho aub 
jocta of Japan within that country. Two 
days later tho Kuaaiau miniater again cillod 
at ilio Foreign Olliuc, and atatod that hia 
reply waa aatiefaotory to hia government. 

Japan's policy, it la aaid, haa not been 
changed in tha meanliiuo regarding Korea, 
and for thig reason aome wonder ia expreaaed 
in diplomatic circles at the continued re- 
ports that Riiesia and Kngland must inter- 
fere to aavo Korea. Tho story ia also told 
that Great Britain by a clever ruse haa pro- 
vented Ruaaia from interfering with affairs 
in tho East on her own account. A 
month ago, so thia olory goes. Great 
liritain asked Ruaaia and Franoe to join 
with her in offering to mediate between 
Japan and China. Both countries refused, 
and this nfusal, it ia said, was fully antici- 
pated, by Great Britain. The latter, how- 
ever, aooompllshed her purpose, which was 
to prevent any interference by Russia in 
the future— an action she oonid iio6 oonslat- 
ontly take, having deolined to use her good 
ollioos with Great Britain.tb seonra a settle- 
ment of ponding dilBcaltlPS. 

San FiiANOisoo, Oct. 1.^.— Rev. Qilbtrt 
Reid, who has spent 11 years in China, 
learned the language and adopted while 
there the Chinese dreai, is in the city. He 
iu ono of the most notad of mlfalonariea and 
has met on different ocoftsions the higher 
oUiaials in China, reaching to the grand 
secretary, tho foreign oUicors and 'Vioeroy 
Li Hung Chang. Ho said yesterday : 

" T'lo war in China will bo tho beat thing 
that over happened to that country. It will 
place her in a forward movement of civili- 
eation whioh 30 years oi intercourse with 
foreign powers bos not aaooeeded in aooom- 



plishing. For any one who has Inflnence 
with IhoBO who control affairs in China 
these opportunities are all tho more appar- 
ent and the demands are all the greater. It 
ia largely owing to the acquaintances whioh 
I have been able to form with oome of the 
moat prominent men of China, and to the 
deep interest whioh I have in promoting tho 
prosperity of that people, that I am now 
returning to seize any opportunity which 
may arise both for Bocuring protection for 
misaionariea and the native ohurch, and for 
urging China forward at tho opportune mo- 
ment in tho ways of improvement and civili- 
zation. Tho next year will bo the turning 
point in China's history and that tremen- 
dous body of Chineae population, with its 
conservatism and pride, will begin to movo 
around and then to movo on in the pathway 
of progreas, peace and prosperity. " 

Tacosia, Oct. 13. — Secretary CoUyer of 
the chamber of commerce says : 

" Tho Japanese are going to take Pekin — 
it looks that way. Tho Japunose have 
raised all the money for tho war ut home. 
When they get to Pekin they are going to 
demand an indemnity, and thati indemnity 
will bo money. The next thing Japan will 
do in tho way of national development 
abroad, ao to speak, will bo to establish 
a steaniahip line with thia country. Con- 
cerning the tuannfaoture of cotton goods, I 
do not Bee why we cannot bo benefited by 
furnishing tho cotton and letting Japan 
make tho goods. Our farmers have to pay 
more for their hay rakea and harvestera than 
they do In Argentine, That ia one reason 
they now undersell us." 



TALKS OF BESTOEATION. 



Hawaiian Royalists Declare That 
Great Britain Is Likely to 
BcBtore the Qaeen. 



Natives Re(?i8tering— Urged to Vote 
and Try to Kelorm the 
Ullberal Gonstltation- 



HoNoi.ui.D, Got. 4.— (PerS.S. Arawa)— 
The native papers on the Queen's side are 
now telling the natives that' therie is good 
reason to believe that England, France 
and Germany will interpose to restore 
her ainco America ban neglected to do so. 
They are reporting that H. A. Widemann, 
who left for the East a few days ago, car- 
ried a oommiasion from the Queen to those 
governments, appealing for their aid. There 
is good reason to believe that Mr. Wide- 
mann went only on a private errand. 

Four hundred and eighty natives have 
thus far taken the oath and registered on 
the island of Oahn. Three days yet re- 
main for registering. 

Tha Bulletin (Royalist) gives up restora- 
tion as hopeless, and nri^ea the natives to 
vote and to try to;ireforin the Jlllberal con- 
stitutiddi iio'as'tb he fit for annexation. 

The total registration on Oahn is likely 
to reach 2,000, and for' the whole group 
6.000. - 

HAD HIS WITS ABOUT HIM. 

Itetkebere the Aeronaut Saves a Spectator 
From UaUng an Involnutary Ascension. 

■Vahcouver, Got. 13.— (Special)— Marke- 
berg, the aeronaut, did not go up with the 
balloon to-day, but did a pluckier thing; he 
saved tho life of a careless, blundering by- 
stander. Markeberg volunteered to ascend 
for $iO, and although there were but 300 
men, women and children on the ground 
over $50 was collected in half an hour, and 
he prepared to ascend at 5:30 in the pouring 
rain and approaching darkness. 

All waa ready, but it was found that so 
many ofhcious meddlerahad been examining 
the single rope that eonneots the balloon 
and paraobute, that they had operated with 
the keen knife in the attachment that cuts 
tho rope when the rope is pulled bard and 
sends tho parachute adrift. A now rope 
waa put in and the signal given, when a 
blundering onlooker stumbled in tho way of 
tho ropca, got entanpled in them and waa 
rapidly aeciuidirif; with tho balloon, when, 
quick aa a fl lah, Markeberg cut tho rope and 
saved tho man's life. The balloon went up 
about one hundred yards, keeled over, and 
fell in a heap. 

Thus ended the third balloon ascension.

TERMINAL CITY TOPICS. 

Fraser Valley Bailroad Conatrnctiou— A Re- 
calcitrant Sailor's Punishment— The 
Last of an Unfortunate. 

■VANCOnvEB, Oct. 13.— (Special)- Accord- 
log to the instructions of the City Solicitor 
tho committee appointed by the council to 
inquire into the cause of the delay in the 
conatructiou of the Fraaer Valley railroad 
will report to the oounoil ,;.merely that the 
affidavits of the; memhera.ef the company 
promoting the roaid set"' forth certain facts, 
and the affidavits were all io 'order and pro- 
perly executed. These affidavits explain 
the causes of the delay specially mentioned 
in the by-law, the principal of which ia ow- 
ing to the proceedings of the courts. The 
solicitor of the city advises that the city 
council take no notice of the matter ofEci-

A Taooma speoiai to the Seattle Fost- 
Intelllgencer saya that " all the present in- 
dications poiab to the building of new 
modern greyhounds for tho Northern Pa- 
cifio'a Pugeo Sound Oriental trade. This 
trade has increased from nothing to a point 
where the steamers now engaged fail to meet 
the requirements. A couple of yeara ago, 
when the lino waa eatablished, one of the 
company's steamers actually left this port 
for China and Japan with only fifteen tons 
of freight. Now the three steamers on the 
line are overrun with cargo. Oo the last 
trip over from the Orient the steamer Vic- 
toria waa loaded with tea even in the cabins, 
and first class paaaengers were not carried. 
The managers of the company agree 
that the present trade warrants the building 
of new modern steamers, and the only ques- 
tion now under consideration leading toward 
that end is a conjecture as to whether the 
activity in the trans-Pacific freight business 
is a spurt, The question of putting on new 
steamers, built especially for the Puget 
Sonnd Oriectal trade, will be settled in a 
few montha. Tho class of steamers for the 
Sound-China and Japan route will difi'dr 
materially from the Canadian Pacific 
Empresses. What is wanted is a steamer 
that will make tho run in about a day leas 
time than the Empraases and at the sanie 
time will consume about 50 per cent, less 
coal."

Aooounta received from the ateam whal- 
ing ship the Jesaio Freoman, oommanded by 
Capb. W. P. S. Porter, may bo later, 
eetiag to thoae who are personally known to 
him and hia wife ((ormerly Mlia Lindaay, 
of Vibtoria). After leaving Port Clarenoe, 
where for aix weeka thoy were ioe-bound, she 
writes : 

"August 11.— Wo have opent a very 
wearying month sinca ire lofc Porf. Clarence. 
AVaon we rou ohed Point Birrow, in company 
with the other Btoamors, it looked aa if 
we should have an easy time getting to 
iloisohol Island, BO tho oaptain thougho at 
least ; but from there on wu have hud a vary 
hard time. Wa could only go a few miles at 
a time, and that amidst injmenue iuu Qoes, 
having, to tie up to tbo ice that was ogrouad 
and wait till'lb opened a little. Thu water 
ia 80 abaUow for milea iff tbe abore that it 
' ia'neoesWy 'to'be moitoarefnl not to, get 
ftabote; ' 'A'boat has often to beHent ahead 
of tbe ahip to aoand, ao that we may not <;ot 
on'aaadden ahbal. We have been' almost 
Btationaty for two weeka and tbioga do not 
look very hopeful yet. 

AuguaoSO.— We arrived all right at 
Hereohel island yeetarday at noon— the first 
ship to arrive there. Su far there ore only 
two more arrivals. Tho others are left bo- 
liiud, stuck in tho ioo ; they will_ probably 
be along soon. It does not seem likely that 
any of tho sailing vessels will sucooed in got • 
Ing here as it was all thu flteamers could do 
to move in some places, Wo left the wreck 
of one sailing ship at Return Reef, the 
Reindeer, Cupt. Logan, which was crushed 
by a floo of ico and pushed ashore. Fortun- 
ately several ships were near and thoy wore 
able to save eome of the stores, eto. That is 
the third ship lost this year, and one other 
has not been heard from at all, 80 they fear 
she has gone also. 

" This has been the most disagreeable part 
of the voyage ae far os weather is concerned 
— 80 much rain and fog. Wo have had 
plenty of fresh flsh and game, and will have 
venison all the winter ; wo got fresh sup- 
plies of butter, potatoes and onions by the 
tender. We found everything at Herschel 
island all right. Tho ships had got through 
tbe winter comfortably — mvon of them — 
and there had been only tn'o deaths among 
the orews. So far tho ships have done very 
poorly aa regards whales, only 16 whales 
between oeven ships, and this time last year 
they had over 100 among them. 

" We hope tbe whales will come thick later 
on; we have a monthbeforewe go into winter 
quarters. We have been cruising round all 
day and are now getting io among them. I 
hope before .morning we ahall have one. The 
captato'e wholfli thought ia given to watch- 
ing for whahs. and he apenda moat of hia 
time aloft in. the.orow'a-neat. What com- 
-forta and aoolety I miaa by being here I But 
I do not care, and am more than willing to 
'do without if wo are Buooeaafni 'and every- 
'thing goes along right. Wo' are' Well fitted 
out with fur auiCa and long deerakin nlatera, 
and I have been very busy making our 
warm clothing. I have jaab been takin;; 
aome stores to send to Capt. Norwood ; it ia 
80 long eiooe they have had anything good. 

" Six of the captaina oame on board laab 
night and stayed talking and amoking till 
two o'clock. They were so glad to aon us 
and had so many quoslions to ask. Now 
that the trouble of getting here is over, I 
think we shall gut on nicely and bo vory 
comfortable. lb may be that 1 cannot go 
home next year, aa i t ia donbtfnl whether 
ahipa oan get6nt,^ bat rwill try if poaBible." 

MISSION CITY FAIR. 

The First Annual Exhibition an UnqualtUed 
Sncceas— Admirable CoUectlOB from 
the Flooded District. . 

The firat annual exbibition ofjhe Fair 
Aaaooiation waa held on Ootober 4 in the 
new cannery building, which ia one of the 
largest and most substantial frame buildings 
in the province. It is 300 feet long by 100 
wide and two stories high, and ia admirably 
adapted for the purpose, as the entire ex- 
hibit was niado under one roof. In tbe 
north end of this vast building wore ex- 
hibited tho fruits, vegetables, roots, 
domestic manufacturep, etc., whilst in 
the section next to tho rivor was 
shown a fine display of live stock. A por- 
tion of the building was oet aaiilo for a re- 
freshment booth, which was adtnirab'y con- 
ducted by the ladiou, in aid of the fuuda of 
the Presbyterian church. Tho president of 
the ossociatinii, Mr. J. R Wren, an able and 
energBtio cllicer, occupied tho chair of honor 
at tho head of the table, having as hia guests 
tho judgea and a number of visitorB from a 
distance. The inner man having been re- 
freshed, and beforo tho work of judging had 
been entered upon, President Wren deliv- 
ered an opening address, which was followed 
by remarUa from some of tho gentlemen 
present. 

The live stock though limited waa couHid- 
ered very good. The prlnc'p^il exhibiiors in 
thia department were Geo. Gibbard, (Jco. 
Wharton, J. T. Wiiband, J. R. Wren. Geo. 
Monroe and A York, who exhibited im- 
ported pedigree atook and grades' raised at 
home, aome of them being very fine. Theae 
gentlemen were all pri/.a takora. ; 

On the tablea along the eaat, north and 
weat aides of the building were displayed 
the fruits, roots and vegetables, M well as 
the products of the dairy and domeatio man- 
ufactures. In theae olaases the exUbita 
were really exoellent and in every 
respect equal to the boat Been 
this year anywhere. A portion 
of this exhibit sho'.vu as a " collection," con- 
sisting of potatcea, pea?, boanp, cabbage, 
etc., was raised since tho flood in tho Frosor 
river valley, aomo of tho Bpeoimona beirg 
prodigious in sizo. Fiuits wero also ox- 
fiibited which had boon raised in Mission 
City, tho products of trees nob yet four 
years old, and of excellent Qavor. Tho 
displays made by Messrs. Wren, Gibbord, 
Murray, York, MoRio, Henry and othora 
in this class worn extremely creditable, par- 
ticular atontion being paid to the exhibit of 
preserves and fruits. Tho latterhad beonsim- 
ply put up in pure water and tho flavor and 
a perfectly natural color were retained, no 
acid or saccharine matter having boon used.

BURYING} THE ELECTRIC WIRES. 

To THE Editor : — A few weeks ago I 
noticed in tho report of the ordinary pro- 
ceodinKa of the city council a suggestion ttiab 
after the sewerage works now under con- 
struction ahall have been completed tbe pav- 
ing of lihe^fireeta^bonld'followi and'that the 
gas and other oompaniea nalnfE the streets be 
r( quested to join the oorporation In the work. 

in view of submitting to the public a 
rough estimate of the cost of ekoavation I 
asked Mr. N. C. Mayo, oentratitor, to favor 
me with an estimate of the approximftte cost 
of making the excavation to bury the elec- 
tric wires underground in our streets 
Shortly afterwardlreoeived.tbs following 
estimate : 

" Bstimato for excavating ditches for pipe 
for electric wires : Excavating and re- 
filling trenches in earth, trenches four feet 
deep by two feet aix inches wide, .SO cents 
per lineal foot. Excavating in rock §3 (three 
dollars) per lineal foot, or SO cents per cubic 
foot, more or leaa rook.

npon the ignorant and the Imprndenti prop- 
agators of error and fooliahnesBa. This is 
quite true. The only way, then, to prevent 
the spread of plausible but misohievous 
theories is to educate the people better. 
They mast be taught to think, to dis- 
tingulsh sound argument from apooioua 
fallacy, and they must Itnow enough to dia- 
corn between fuot and falsehood. Young 
peoplii iiiunt Iciirii lu distruat huaty judg- 
monta in thenieelvea and otliera. Thuy niuat 
bo tauf;ht .that jumping At oonoluaioni is 
always a fooUsh and ' often a dangerous 
pastime. But this ia alow work, it will bo 
objected. So it ie, but po( plo must bo con- 
tent in this world to do some thinK" alowly. 
What ia done in a hurry ia eoldom done well. 
Tho process of true education is slow. Part 
of the education of tbu generation of men 
and women is to learn to profit by the 
blunders that shallow thinkers and badly- 
informed people are continually making. It 
is more than likely that tho students them- 
selves will be among the blunderers But 
that should not dishearten them, the wise 
man profits as oiaoh hy his own blunders 
aa he does by those of others. Bat what 
can be learned at once is that oonoeited and 
sclf'oonfidont ignorance Is of all guides the 
moat unsafe.

THB WAIJT OF THE TIME.; 

Id must be evident to every man who 
thinks that what is greatly wanted in these 
' days is more knowledge and a more general 
discipline of the reasoning powers, PoUti 
oil power has been extended to almost all 
men indiacriminately. The man who knows 
very little and has not learned to think has, 
under our constitution, as much political 
power as the man of wideintelHgenoe, whose 
mind has nndergone a ooorse of strict disci- 
pline. Both have to decide upon tho great 
questions of the day. Is it any wonder that 
they come to very diffcronb concluaiona, and 
that aomething liko an nntagoniam in many 
places exiata between them? It may 
appear a little aingalar to some that the 
man who knows but little and whose mind 
ia undisciplined arrives at decisions more 
readily and baa more confidence in his con- 
cluaions than the man who knows a great 
deal more and whose mind has l)een care- 
fully trained. 

One meets every day men of very limited 
information who have a remedy cut and 
dried for the evils which aflliot society — 
evila for which the beat read men and the 
deepest thinkera cannot even auggest a 
remedy. Tho oockaurenesB of theao aelf con- 
fident oraclea would be amusing if it were not 
almoat sure to load to serious oonsequenoes. 
They aro eharp enough to be attracted 
by a plausible theory or a specious fallacy, 
but thoy do not know enough, and have not 
suffioleot thinking capacity, to see where it 
ia wrong or that its application would be 
sure to load to mischievous results. They 
are so tiokled with the ndw dootrine, and so 
certain that it is a sure cure for all or nearly 
all the ills that i fllict the body politic, that 
they are most eager to make converts to it. 
And very aucoeaaful miaaionariea they often 
boaonie. There is not a fallacy or a fad that 
has deluded people in these latter days that 
has not had earnest and sincere advocates 
among men who have read very little, and 
who have never thought to any purpose. 

Charles Dudley Warner has evidently had 
a largo experience of tho men of the class 
we have tried to doaoribg. In hia latcat 
work, "Oolden Houao," ho aaya ; "Tho 
trouble with governing and legialation now 
in tho United Statea ia that everybody ia 
' auperGciaily educated and that the people 
'are putting their superficial knowledge into 
' laws and that wo are going to have a nice 
time with all these wild theories and crudi- 
ties on tho statute book. And then edu- 
cated people aay that politioa is so corrupt 
and absurd that thoy cannot have anything 
to do with it." 

The qaestion that occurs to those 
who deplore the state of things 
described by Mr. Warner is : What 
are you going to do about it ? 
Ignorant and ulmllow men will talk and 
will do their best to makooonvorta to their 
erroneous opinions and their quack curou for 
political and social evils. It is simply im- 
possible to silence them even if it were 
politic ; and It is not politic. Liberty of 
opinion and of diacueslon Is tho beat oheck 
we httvo to bad governuient, and it ia bettor 
that men should have the wideat lutitudo in 
propagating erroneous opinions than that 
men who are a»pable of guiding the people 
aright should be hampered and muzzled. 
The same restraints must be placed on the 
intelligent and discreet teacher as are placed

General Booth is in Canada. He propoaos, 
wo understand, to visit the' Paoifio Coast. 
This extraordinary man is one of the cele- 
brities of the age. If he had only estab- 
lished and maintained that wonderful or- 
ganization, the Salvation Army, bo would 
have performed a great work, for tho Army 
from a very humble beginning haa grown to 
auch an extent aa to have garrisons in almost 
every part of the world, and its soldiers do 
their work with surprising fidelity, zeal 
and elBoienoy. But tho " General " 
has, besides, staited groat philanthropic on- 
terpriaea, which, if aucoessful, will bo of 
imaiODBO benefit to aooiety. Tbia ia whut 
tho Now York Herald says of this great 
social reformer of our day s 

General Booth is a most interesting and 
forceful man. He began with no advan- 
tages of birth, wealth or education aa a lay 
exhorter of a small and obscure sect of Chris- 
tians. But he soon outgrew the narrow 
llmltationa of auch work, though he 
did so at first without being con- 
scious whither ho was tending. Indeed, 
it was the auapicion and jealouay of the 
miniatora under whom ha worked that 
drove him into founding the Salvation 
Army almoat by aooident. But of oourae 
no accident can explain the eatabliahment 
and growth of the Salvation Army. It ia 
entirely within bounds to say that to the 
unique genius and organizing skill of 
William Booth it owes its eiiatence and 
succeaa. And to aay this ia to put him 
among the remarkable rellgiona leadera of 
the world. In fact he has done for thia 
age muoh the same thing that 
the founders of the great monaatio 
orders did for the Middle Ages ; or porhapa 
a better parallel for his work would be 
found in the Jesuit order, with whose 
founder, Ignatius Loyola, he posaesaes many 
points in common. 

General Booth will not find the Salvation 
Army in thia country fche power that it has 
become in England. . There ' are many 
reasons for this, perhaps the greatest being 
the fact that religions -foroes more or less 
akin to the Army aro already at work here. 
Until recently English Christianity did 
little for the uoohurohed masses, and this 
gave the Army an unoooupied field 
which it had tho wisdom to seize. But just 
because American Christianity is alive to 
the duty of reaching the niBasea its feeling 
toward the Army ia one of friendly aym- 
pathy ; and ita great founder will find that 
ho haa a host of frienda and well-wiahera in 
America whoao namea aro not recorded in 
the roater of the Salvation Army. 

What the Tribune says of the United 
States is true of Canada. There are many 
men and women in the churches 
and oat of the ohnrohes who, seeing 
that the Salvation Army Is doing 
good to indivldualg and olasses that other re- 
forming inatrumontalitiea did not reach, 
wiah them well, and are ready to lend 
therr. a helping hand. There ia thia pecul- 
iarity about the Salvation Army that the 
nnbelieving or non-Gliristlan philanthropist 
feels as great an interest In their work as do 
the religionists. The Salvation soldiers act 
aa if they were lovers of their kind 
without any regard to creed, country or 
race, Their principles are not narrow 
and they, to all appearancsa, live up to 
their principles more olosely than most men 
and women. In this they aro in accord with 
the spirit of tho founder of their organiza- 
tion. 



BRITISH POLITIOS. 

The political situation in Great Britain la 
not by any meana intercating. Parties aeem 
to be rcatlng on their oars. Tho Govern- 
ment ia not In a very pleasant position. Its 
Irish supporters are by no moans satisfied 
Thoy aro grumbling and threatening what 
thoy will do if the Govoriinicnt does not do 
aomething towardu puniBliiiig tho Hoiieo of 
Ijorda for throwing out Ihn Homo Kulo Hill 
and other bills that had been passed by the 
Lower House, and the Govexnme&t seem 
to bo depressed by tho oonsolousness 
that tho action of tho Lorda has been ap- 
proved by tho people of Groat Britain, and 
not very strongly disapproved by their Eogliah 
and Scotch parliamentary supporters. The 
Welsh Liberals arealsogrowllng because thoy 
did not get the Disestablishment measntethat 
had been promised them, .It ia believed 
that they are bringing pressnra to bear on 
the Government to whioh it Is dangerous to 
yield and atlll more dangerous to reaist. 
Then thoro la talk of dieagroomentB in tho 
party which may before long be pro- 
ductive of serious results. Sir Vornnn 
Harcourt, it is believed, does not pull 
kindly in harness ,with Lord Bosebury, and 
it is said that ths Premier will, to get him 
out of the way and to appcaHO hitn, placo 
him In tho Houue of Lorda. Thia dooa not 
look as if the Liberals intended speedily to 
abolish that body. What the work of the 
next session Is likely to be was outlined in a 
lively speeoh which Mr. Chamberlain lately 
delivered at Leeds. Mr. Ghamberlaln Is 
not in the secrets of the Liberals, but 



he Is in a pretty good position to make a 
shrewd guess as to what their policy is to 
bo. He eaid : v 
Now, let us see whether we o&nnot form 
some idoa of what this order ia likely to be. 
You will agree with mo, I am sure, that tho 
Irish will be first. In a queation of impor- 
tunity they Ifuvo all the world behind. 
(Laughter.) They will be Drat favorites, 
and, unlike aomo other fuvoriics of wliioh I 
h'ivo licurd, they will have to feir iio out- 
sider. (L »U(.'h cr and cheera ) Aooordingly, 
I have uo doubt that, aa loug ua thia Gov- 
eranit'Et ia in oxiatonoo, iho Uoxt eeadoa of 
Piuliument, and tho next after that, if thoy 
contiuue, will bo occupied priocipailly as 
provloua scaaioua have been — with Irish 
legiaUtiou, I think thoro ought to bo a 
close time for Irish legialation, (Laughter 
and cheoro.) I think it is time thut wo poor 
ne^jlooted Britiehera Imd a chance, and I am 
quite aure that our grievaucea at the present 
tnnu are moro urgent than thoso of tho Iriah 
people. Well, tho next in the ruco will bo 
the Welsh, and thoy owe tho poaitiou which 
is that of a bad second entirely to tho 
efforts of four gallant sona of Wales, 
who on one occasion actually heroictdly ab- 
stained from voting in a diviaiou which they 
had previously assured themselves that the 
Govornment wua porfeotly aaio and could do 
without them. (Laughter.) But still oven 
thia diaplsy of independence was so excep- 
tional in the Gladatonian parly that it 
turned the hair white of all tho loaders, and 
the whips rushed to Lord Rosohciy, and that 
unfortunate man had to make another prom- 
ise, and he had to declare that although he 
was in favor of established churohes he was 
prepared to give the proposal for dlsestab. 
lishmenbof the Charoh in .Wales m equ^I 
chance with the reform of the laud laws in 
Irelsnd. And so you will see next sesaion 
that disestablishment in Wales aind the re- 
form of the land laws in Ireland are to run In 
double harneas. I think that will be a team 
that will take very delicate driving. (Laugh- 
tor, ) And I have an impression that of the 
two horses ooacornod that it Is the AYelsh 
horao that will do the most work 
and that will have the least bonns. 
(Laughter and cheers.) Well, then there is 
the Labor party, whioh ia lo havo tho third 
place, wiih propoaalo brought fresh from tho 
Trades Union (jongrcas, each one of which 
ia more abaurd, more impoBsiblo, mul— if 
they aro poasible — more miechievoua than 
tho othPT. L'lBfly, do not forget thero will 
bo the United Kingdom Alliance— (l iughter 
and clifinre) — und the Bill for tho Abolition 
of tho Liquor Trade. (Hear, hear.) Hut I 
cannot htlp thinking that thvt horao is only 
in it to make tho running for tho oHiera. 
(Laughter and cheers ) Now there ia tho 
programme of legialation. Thoro is a akeloh 
of the Qaeon'a Speeoh, and thia Government 
haa promlaod — and never in the history of 
thia world was so promising a Govoicment 
as this— that it will give satisfaction to all 
these claims ; and then the Leeds Confer. 
eaoo oomss In — (cheers)— and demands that 
ita spare moments shall be occupied ia a 
rovolntlcn in the ahape of the abolitioD of 
ths Second Chamber.

letter From the Mlnlater Justifying 
tbe Conrse of tlie Fisberles 
Department 



FactR Upon Which the RpgnlationB 
Were Based— Their Eflfect oa 
the Fish Supply. 



To THE Editoii :-1 have just received 
the ODolosed leci.tr from Sir C. Hibbert 
Tuppor, the minister of marine and fitheriaSi 
It deals with a aubjeot that has attracted a 
good deal, of attention latelf > and although 
it was nob intended for pabHoiition I will 
take the responBibllity of publiehing ib if 
you will insert it in your columns. It is 
only fair after all that has been written 
against the minister that both aldea ahotild 
be heard. B. G. Peior. 

Ottawa, Oot. 3, 1894. 

My Dear Prior :— Your letters of the 
20th and 2G;h September are before me. 

I can assure you thathad itboenpoasiblefor 
me to go enrly in the aunimor, as 1 promieed 
you I should try to do, I would have gone to 
iifitlsh C/'olumbia, but no reaaonoblo person 
would, I am sure, have oxp ioted mo to louve 
the bedside of my childreu, who wore strug- 
gling with diphtheria, to keep that obliga- 
tionS 

I endeavored to go later on, but for rousnnn 
already given you, added to the continued 
weakness and preoarioua condition of my 
obildron, I was forced to abandon the idea 
for this year. 

Ever since I came into ofiico In 1888, I 
have made a bona fide attempt to go to the 
Coaet. I was naturally, as you can under- 
stand, anxious to see as much of Canada as 
possible, and to become frtniiliur with the 
places with which I was deptkrtmentally 
conneoted. 

I have, however, had no holiday since 
1888, nor have I been able to go to British 
Colambia nntll this season, simply becaueo of 
BrltUh Colambia »ff >irs. 

I have spent my vacation, both day and 
night, in 1888, 1889, 1890, 1891 aud 1892, in 
' endless diplomatic oorrespondonce over the 
BebrlDg sea trouble ; in 1893 attending to 
the oaae, and while in 1894 atcknoaa has 
held me bere, my hands have stilt been fall 
of this never-ending work. 

It ia only fair for me to add In oonoeotion 
with this explanation that the length of the 
Bbhring sea disooislon and the delay in the 
final aojuatment of the oaae is not a matter 
for which the Canadian government is re- 
sponsible. 

We have acted promptly throHghont, as 
you must be aware, and when the full cor- 
respondence ia submitted to the Canadian 
public it will be discovered that every means 
posiible was taken to bring the subject to a 
speedy and satisfactory conclusion. 

No expense baa been spared by the Cana- 
dian government to keep the Bricish authori- 
ties advised of the facts, and to place them 
promptly in poasecsion of all necessary in- 
formation. 

In Boaeon and out of season I havo urged 
the causa of the sealers and pleaded for pto- 
lection of their rights and indemnity foij^tho 
wrongs they have suffered. 

You refer in your communications to my 
duty respecting the sealers and ciinncrs, and 
you say that I should go to Bcitiuh Columbia 
to meet them. 

Of cnurse, among my reasons for desiring 
to go West these were prominenr, though 
respecting the canners I very much fear it 
will be impossible to reach any aatisfaotorv 
modus viveodi. 

My experience since 1888 has been rather 
a hard one. The more I have striven to 
meet their viena the mbr^ savage have been 
their attacks upon ' my department and 
myself. 

My ctffloen have been daily iDsnlted by 
the British Columbia press, and prominent 
gentlemen conneoted with the Board of 
Slrade have not hesitated to resort to very 
angry expressions touching my department 
and the head of it generally. 

While there hes been, in my judgment, a 
considerable display of temper, I have dis- 
covered very little material which could be 
of assistance to me. 

' Flagrant violations of the Fisheries act 
and of the regulations prescribed from time 
to time, have been made by men fully con- 
versant with tho law, and an elTort has been 
made, with apparent success, to stir up pub- 
lic opinion in the province against the de- 
partment and tbe fisheries regulations as 
well. 

I hare a moment to spare to-day, and 
wanld like to pub a few faota in a letter to 
yon, so that they may speak for themselves 
and convince you that I have not acted reok- 
Inssly nor withoiit justification in tbe per- 
"feisteat attcn,^: t" P^<"«<" fi«b««es of 
British Cjliimbla. 

I wlU trtt.b'e Jbii firlfc *|itb 
the elevthih report of the FlSuery x>i)ara fcr 
Siinland for I he year 1892 for evidebOB from 
tho world's experience as to tbe exhausti- 
bility of fisheries, no matter how valuable 
or how great, and it is unfortunate that the 
fiahories of the tea are not only exhaustible, 
but that they have been, in many loculiticB, 
exhausted ( Von in apito of wise regulations ; 
tho enforcement of these rcgulatlona in many 
cases only preaorving them for a compara- 
tively longer period tlian thoy would other- 
niao exist commercially. 

This reference reads as follows : 

*' The falling ofiT In the relative abund- 
ance of certain of tbe food fishes, especially 
in the waters near tbe Shore, when compar- 
ed with tbe increase in the means of cap- 
ture, ia not onfined to the east coast of 
Scotland. In Englond, Norway, Denmork, 
Belgium, Holland, France, Spain, Canada, 
Newfoundland — indeed, wherever sca-flah- 
erioe are prosecuted on a largo ecalo, similar 
complaints are made ; and in many of these 
countries remedial moaiiurea, by stringent 
regulations and tho artificial propagation of 
tho more valuable of tho food fiahos, have 
I)=Bn carried into rffccfc. Ic has now been 
made clear by statistical and scientific in- 
vestigations that tho auus around our coaat3 
are not tho inexhaustible etorchouEoa of food 
material that thoy wore thought to bo loss 
than a generation ago. Tho doctrine that 
the operations of man cannot disturb the 
balance of life in the eea, and diminish or 
exhaust the supply of valuable food liahes, 
is now abandoned by fishery authorities 
almost everywhere." 

The next point important to be borne in 
mind is tho Fraeer yield for a period of 
years. This is as follows :

In the oonsidcration of this sabjeot, which 
should never bo a political one in any fair 
mind, I observe Mr. Lanrier is endeavoring 
to obtain cheap popularity by extending 



sympathy tii those who are now annoyed 
with mo, and who are oonneorod with tho 
fishrritu of British Columbia. 

It is ouly fair that all concerned should be 
remindrd that it: was Mr. Mockenzie's gov- 
ernment, of which Mr. Laurier became a 
member, which applied the provisions ot 
the flaheriiB act to the Province of British 
Coluuibia. 

Under this oot the throwing into tho river 
of &ih c.fifjtl, dead or decaying fish, was pro- 
hibited, and it contained also many of the 
regulations against which the fishermen 
now 80 Btrongly protest. 

Mr. L'luritr was a member of tho govern- 
ment which, on 30^h Murch, 1878, adopted 
a regulation foi bidding tho use of any 
salmon net abovo lidal water in any river of 
British Columbia. 

These n guUtions of March, 1878, prohib- 
ited tho ute of drift nets where • they ob- 
struc-.ed more than one-third of the width of 
any river. 

Mr. Lmrler's regulations also prohibited 
fidhing for salmon Irom 8 o'clock ou Satur- 
day mornine tn midnight on Sunday. 

In June, 1878, Mr. Lnurior'a government 
was Informed by Mr. T. R Mclnnes, M P., 
that tbe entorcemeifc tf those ngilations 
would virtaally close the British Columbia 
canneries. 

So much for Mr. Lsurier'a now born 
interest in the grievancea of British Colum 
bia canners. \ 

Now let me refer to some local facts 
whioh led to tbe regulations. 

In the first place tho press of British 
Columbia, notably tbe Daily Coixjnisi and 
tho Miiinland Guardian, denounoed the 
fisheries department in no unmeasured terms 
for not provontiop the wanton destruction 
of fish life ou the FniRpr river. 

Aa far bock an 1877, when the pack of 
caaeH wfts r).").3S7 (fnur di z^;n cans to the 
oast ), inatPhd <it 4.')0,()l)0 cases as in 1893, 
tho presa charged tho OAiiners with wanton 
dtsriuotiuu of ti)h life, stating that as many 
ae ,') 000 dead fish hid been thrown back into 
tho rivtir in a single day ; that tho salmon 
wore followed to their apawning grounds 
and capturod there, and that the river was 
blocked with nets whioh obstructed the 
aecent of fish. 

The cunnors were charged with criminal 
folly in the prosecution of their work, and 
roferenco was made to a statement that the 
" Fraser river ia alive with dead fish from 
Harrison river to Iti mouth," 

The Mainland Guardian asked that the 
greed of the canners should be put down 
with a strong hand, and, if neoeesary, ex- 
cluded from fishing altogether where they 
refused to ob-y the regulations, 

Tho agitation for a stringent enforcement 
of the regulations was not; confiuod to the 
press. 

In 1878 the representatives from British 
Columbia in tho House of Commons and 
Senate formally addressed the minister of 
marine and fisherio;, and asked him to pro- 
hibit fishing abovo the tidal waters ; to not 
allow the mesh of nets used to ba less than 
five Inches in extension ; that the river 
should not be obstructed by nets, and that a 
olose time should be insisted upon. 

On the subject of offal, these gentlemen 
wrote: *'!tbe canneries and fish-curing 
establisbmenta should be oempelled to bury 
their fish offal, or else to atilizejt on shore 
for mannra or otherwise. Wo« would not 
allow the nse of the perforated boxes men- 
tioned in tbe flaherles act." 

In this year the Frasor river yield was 
81,446 cases. Compare that with the yield 
of 1893, already referred to, and if you wore 
in my place would you not bo EUfp^c'ious of 
the representations that are now made to 
me for the purpose of freeing the fiiheries 
from as many regulations as possible? 

Touching the subjf ct of offil, the Fishery 
Inspector in 1878 reported that tbe oannnry 
proprietors bad agreed to convey their olt'tl 
into the mid-channel instead of burying it 
on shore, and that there would be no dilB- 
culty in securing tbe general adoption of 
this rule. 

In 1877 the cannery proprietors of the 
Fraser river proposed to raise at least $7,500 
annually for the purposes of tho hatchery 
and the protection ol the fishery interests. 

In 1882 the Board of Trade advised the 
Department that 'thirty hours a week was 
not a sufficient close time for tho protection 
of tbe fish, and in 1883 the board recom- 
mended that no one should receive a lioenso 
to fish unless he went to the expense of ad- 
vertising his application in a local paper, 
and also In the Government Oa^tte for 
thirty days previous to Its being granted. 

When I came to the department I found 
on file not only what I have in part recited, 
but before me were resolutions adopted by 
the British Columbia Board of Trade in that 
very year (1888), representing tho nooessity 
for additional protection to tho fisheries, and 
repreaenticg, moreover, that the supply of 
salmon on the Fraser river was threatened 
with exhaustion, and it wr.i urged that more 
stringent rugu'atioos than those existing 
should be adopted in order to preserve this 
Industry and avert tbe dangers which al- 
ready thraatone4 tbe Saoranaento and Col- 



The statistics seemed to 



cause for alarm 
irrunt it. 

What had happened '! Th»re wcrobut three 
oinnHries in operution in 1870 That number 
had jumped to fifteen in 1878, and tho total 
pack of British Columbi<« salmon, which was 
ahmt. 10,000 000 cans in 1887, declined in 
1888 to tho extent of a million cans, using 
round numbers in both cases. 

However, anxious to co-operate as far aa 
poBcih'o with thoae directly interested in tho 
buBioMS, I yieldud to the request of the oh- 
jnntora, and the regnlations proposed in 
November, 1888. wore suspended until the 
fishing season of 1890. 

In Decetnbor, 1889, a deleeation of Brit- 
ish Columbia canneis visited Ottawa. 

Tim pack for that year was 308,000 cases 
Mr. Ewen observed that this was perhaps 
phenomenal ; and said that, at any rate. It 
had been a plentiful year on the Fraser. 

Those gentlemen urged upon me that tho 
number of licenses to be ixnucd should be 
unlimited : that the weekly close time 
should bi fixed at 48 hours ; that the regula- 
tion respecting fish offal should not be en- 
forced ; that the si/.a of moah for salmon 
nets should bo reduced to five and throe- 
quarter inches. 

These views were carefully considered, 
and after n perusal of the report of the la- 
speotor of Fisheries, and muoh discussion, 
obanges were made so far as possible In the 
direction of the canners' views, and regula- 
tions were accordingly proposed- on 14th 
March, 1890. 

The board of trade and canners interested 
being still dissatiafied, I had a cominiFsion 
appointed, two members of it being from 
the Province of British Columbia, and the 
chairman being the superintendent of fish 
culture from this department. 

They took evidence, and their report was 
published and laid on the table of the Houao 
of Commons in 1893. 

Whatever may be said of this report or 
the work of the Cominisslon, very full ovi- 
denoo was taken by a sworn stenographer. 
This disclosed an unfortunate difTeronoo of 
opinion and extraordinary contradiction 
among fishermen and others interested as to 
important facts. The oommissionets dif- 
fered also, though on most important points 
they agreed, I then went most carefully 
Into the evidence, and having drafted regu- 
lations, they were, aa yon know, submitted 
to members of the Local House, to members 
of the Federal Housed' to .Boards of Trade, 
and thoy were published In the press for 
critioistn. Final action was taken after 
critioism from every available source had 
been received, and nearly all of the objtc- 
tions hitherto raised by tho oannera were 
removed. So muoh bo that from tho time 
these regulations were promulgated in the 
spring until August of this year I heard 
little or nothing about them. 

We had yielded to the canners as to week- 
ly olose time ; as to mesh of nets, and as to 
unlimited licenses, and in consideration of 
these concessions, we took a fixed close time 
which accorded substantially with many of 
tho views of thoae interested, and to which 
no objection was taken until the month of 
August, and in tho middle of tho fishing 
season. 

Last year I was abused aa you know in the 
British Columbia pross, and by many can- 
ners, because my department, during my ab- 
sence, extended the regular fishing season. 

This year, as you know, I was abused be- 
cause I relused to extend it. '.< 

I think my department was wrong last 
year, but cxcufable, because tbe regnlstions 
were comparatively tentative. 

I was right this year, because, having 
reached as nearly as possible the correct 
dates for the olose seaeon, it would have un- 
settled business in fntnre 'years and been 
very embarrauing to tbe trade if it was sup- 
posed that this close season could be altered 
on demand, or In view of temporary exigen- 
cies. Bat if those interested in the fisheries 
of British Columbia in 1S88 knew anything 
upon the subjeob .'snrely I havo abundant 
juatifiuation when, notwithstanding my re- 
fusal to extend the open season, the yield of 
the Fraser this year is estimated at over 
300,000, when In 1888 It was but 70.000 and 
the board of trade was alarmed ! 

Ono other reference. I observe muoh 
lately in reference to the ropaoity of this 
department and its greetl for revenue, 
Those who consider I have been anxious to 
tax the fisheries, or burden them in any 
way, might with advantage refer to 1877 
and read the resolution of tho cannery pro- 
prietors in that year, when tho yield of tho 
Fraser was represented by 55,000 casts. 

They proposed that my department should 
raise ot least S7,500 a year from the proprie- 
tors of canneries, nut only for tbe mainten- 
ance of hatcheries, but for tbe protection of 
the lisheriea as well. 

They in fact proposed that wo should 
charge §21) on every boat employed in the 
fishery ; 8 cents per case of four dczen 
one pound cans, together with 25 cents per 
barrel of salted salmon. 

As a matter of fact wo have collected 
from 1877 down to 1892, from the whole

Compare that with tho yield for 189.'!, 
■I.')0,000 oisep, and rofleot whether my de- 
partment should not receive favorable treat- 
ment at tho hands of tho public, when our 
only sin seems to bo an effort, only partly 
Buooessful, to restrict the extraordinary 
(ffortk being made by the fithermen to in- 
crease their catches. 

TiiK Daily British Colonist, published 
at Victoria, in 1888 called attention to the 
cxistin); mode of oatohing salmon for tho 
cir nories, and claimed that it wouldsoon leave 
no liehing industry. They charged the Do- 
minion goverumont with criminal indiffer- 
ence in winking at tho murderous cupidity 
of tho fishermen, and demanded that the 
government should take immediate steps to 
inaugurate stringent measures for the pro- 
tcorion and perpetuation of tho "shamefully 
slaughtered" salmon. It was urged that 
the number of boats should be greatly re- 
duced, and the close time considerably ex- 
tended. 

Tho British Columbia Roard of Trade was 
indeed thoroughly alarmed, because in that 
year(1888) it recommended that some re- 
Htriotion should bo placed upon tho export 
of fiah. 

I treated the reprefentations of tho Britiah 
Columbia Board of Trade with respect. I 
carefully icquired into the matter, and after 
having before me the reports of the inspec- 
tor of fisheries, who ha.l been for some time 
resident in British Columbia, I discuBsed 
the case with the officers who _ had adviaod, 
not only my predecessors in Sir John Mao- 
donald's time, but whoso advioe had been 
followed before that by Mr. Laurier's col- 
league, the Minister of Marine and Fish- 
erlep. 

Regulations were consequently adopted 
by the Governor-in Council with the then 
common object in view. 

The Board cf Trade promptly objected 
and olaimod that wo had gone too far with 
our restrictions. Their objections wore con- 
fined to tho proposed sizo of mesh, tho regu- 
lation preventing tho barring of a river, and 
the regulation fixing a weekly oloso time 
from G o'clock on Saturday to C o'clock on 
Monday morning. 

Whatever men may think now, there is 
no doubt that at that time there was great

Applying, however, the proposition of the 
canners in 1877, wo would have collected in 
tho Fraser river district alone for tho year 
189.'t, 550,832, and for tho four years from 
1890 to ISO.'i, collections would havo 
amounted to 5120,000. 

Mr, Ladner, in an address which ho road 
to Mr, Lfturicr, said the salmon industry 
this year had ncaiveda groat check biciuso 
I rtfueed to extend tbe fishing serson. 

Uo also stated I did not condescend to 
reply to telegrams sent by the Board of 
Trade and others. 

I am glad to say both of these statements 
are Inacouruto, 

In both sentences ho refers to F rascr rivor. 
When I uamo to tho department the number 
of oases (four dozan tin cans in ciirc) put up 
from tho Fraser amounted to 70,016 all told. 
This was a drop from r28,900 in 1HH7. 
In epite of tho aocalled "checks" and 
my alleged want of condescension, tho yield 
of the Frasor this year already am.oui.ia to 
300,000 oases, and tho year ia not ovor. I 
do not refer to other branches of tho Fraser 
rivor industry. 

In spite rf all my alleged sins of omiBsion 
and oommiBsion, tho yield of salmon in 1893 
was over 50 per cent, greater than tbe out- 
put of any former year in tho history of the 
oanneries. 

Poor Mr. Lidnor's factories put up 801,- 
000 I pound cans in 1892, and only 2 760,- 
082 in 1893 ! ! 

Mr, Laduor had throe canneries before I 
began annoyiug him, but in 1890 hn under- 
took a fourth. This ono packed 180,000 1- 
pound cans in 1892 and 002.100 in 1893, 

Mr. Ladner and all who so ooufidontly 
prophesied that tho Point Koborts nets 
would almost wholly intercept tho Fraaar 
river run have been doubly dieoomlitod. 
There is not a serioualy diminished run on 
tho Fraser river, and the Fishing Guzotto, 
August 18, says that actually " tho salmon 
catch off Point Roberta baa been abovo tho 
average this season." 

This business guide of Mr. Laurior also 
says the expense of our hatchery is to a 
great extent lost by the oatoh of tho Ameri- 
cans, and yet he is angry at my efforts to 
moderate ihe attacks of tbe ever^lnoreABlng 
fishermen on the Fraser I 

After ibis stntemenb one ia at a loia to 



know how he could inform Mr. Lanrier that 
tbe river was " teeming " with salmon. 

Not having read the blue books or any re- 
port on the eubjeot, nor apparently having 
ever looked into British Columbia affairs, 
M^ Laurier proceeds to confess to Mr. Lad- 
ner that he had never known bow disastrous 
the regulations were, but ho comforted him 
by saying this was so elsewhere in Canada. 

He forgot that his friends have spent a 
oonaiderablo time in parliament of late in- 
sisting that the laws for the protection of 
the fiahories should be rigidly enforced, and 
he also overlooked the fact that the most 
objectionable features of my regulations be- 
came law when Mr. Laurier was a member 
of Mr. Mackenzie's government. 

Unfortunately Mr. Laurier, like the par- 
rot, " talked too much," and went on to 
show his indifferonco to fishery disonesions 
by stating that I was trying to keen the fiah 
of our lakes from crossing the boundary 
line. 

All I did in tbe St. Clair river, to which 
he refers, waa what Ua government ttled to 
do there, and what they actually did in Ni* 
agra river, viz , prohibit the use rf seines. 

Mr, Liurier forgot, too, the pcsition he 
took upon this subject in general, in the 
Houao of Commons in 1891, flethen said: 
However, in regard, to tha general qties- 
tion I will give credit to the Minister for 
the intention ho has expressed, if they con- 
tinue tho license system, of looking to the 
public inter! at and seeing that rivers and 
lakes and inland waters are not depleted of 
liah. • * * If it is to remain upon the 
statute book then thero is only one thing to 
do, and that ia to apply ib everywhere 
equally, irlielher it makes the government 
popular or unpopular." 

Mr. Ladner, too, has a short memory 
when he seeks to place upon mo his real 
griovances, which are that fish do not main- 
tain their remunerative price. He told mo 
when hero in 1889, and in tho prescnco of 
Mr, Dewdney and Mr. Ewen, that ho had 
seen years when he held fiah and sold them 
for less than it cost to put them up on tho 
river. Fancy had J been Minister what he 
would have said then ! !

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enablo tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise tho sum 
of §150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poaea. 

Whoreaa It ia ezpodloDt and neceaaary to 
raise a sam of money for eztendinR and Im- 
crovlDg tha supply of water of the water works 
oC tho Oity of Victoria to the . tnhabltanta 
thereof, and tor that, pnrpoae to niisebyway 
of loan upon the credit of tho said city tho sum 
of glM.COO; 

And whoreaa it will require tho aum of 
8r,7IU lo bo raised annually by rate for tho pay 
niont of tho new debt and interest; 

And whcreoB tho wholo ratable land and 
Improveraonta or real properly ot the said cor' 
poratlon nf tho City ot Victoria, according to 
tho last revlaed assoasmont roll for tho year 
188i,ia«U.5S»,3rO.(iO: 

And whereas it will require an annual rate 
ot ono half ot ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
auch now debt and intereat; 

And whereas thia By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed except with the consent of tho 
LleuieDant'GoTemor-ln Conncil. 

Bo IL therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Cou m il of Lho corporation of the City Of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

See. 1. It sheUl belawfnl for the Mayor of the 
corporation of the City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of the said Corporation by way 
of tho dobenturea horelnaf tor mentioned from 
any poraon or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advance tho same 
na a loan, a aum of money not oxcojdlng in tha 
wholo llio aura of $150,000 currency (or alorling 
money, at tho rate ot i.SO 2-3 doilara to the ono 
pound BtorliDg), and to cause all auma so raised 
or rocoived to bo paid into tho hands ot 
tbQ Treasurer oC the said Corporation, for the 
purpose and witli the ol^eot hereinbefore re- 
cilod. 

See. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
tocauao any number of dobenturea to be made, 
executed and issued for auch auma aa may bo 
rcqul'cd. not oxceoding, however, tho sum of 
§150,000, either In currency (or atorling money 
nt tho rato of 4.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono pound 
itorling) na may bo required, each of tl o aaid 
dobonturoa being ot tho amount of $l,00i) or ita 
sterling egnlvaloct at tho rato aforoaald, and 
all such dobenturea shall bo aoalod with the 
seal of tho Corporation and elgncd by tho 
Mayor tlieroof. 

Sec. 3. Tho 8a!d debentures ahall boar date 
tho lat day of October, 1891. and shall bo niado 
payable In fifty yoara from ihu aiid date at 
auch place, elllior lu Great Britain, the United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may be designated Uioreon, and shall have 
attached to thorn coupona for the payment of 
Intorcit, and tbe signatures to the Interest 
coupons may ha cither written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Sod. i. Tho said debentures ahall bear in- 
terest at tho rate of li por cent, por annum 
from tho date thereof, which intoreat shall he 
payable halt yearly, at such place, either in 
Great Britain, the United States of America, 
or the Dominion of Canada, as may be ex- 
preaaed In the debentures and oonpons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful tor tho said Mayor 
to cau9e tho said dobonturoa and tho interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made payable at 
such place, cither In Great Britain, the United 
Sutca of America, or the Dominion of Oanada, 
aa may bo desired. 

See. B. For tho purpose ot raising annually a 
certain specillc aum for tho payment of tho In- 
torost on the said dobonturoa during their cur- 
rency, there ehall bo raised annually tha aum 
ot 9ti,750, and for tho purpoao ot raising annu- 
ally n certain apecidc aum for the payment of 
tho dobt at maturity, thoio shall be raised an- 
nually the sum of $985.

A SUSPICIOUS CASE. 



Mrs Catherine Scott Dies From Some 
Uysterioaa Cause, BesembliDgr 
Phosphorns PoisonlDs:, 

Hot HaviDfi: Snffleient Evidence the 
Jury Becommend Tliat an 
Analysis Be Made. 

Nanaimo, Oot. 13.— (Special)— An In- 
quest was held this afternoon touching the 
death of the late Mrs, Catherine Scott, 
which was announced in Friday's Colonist. 
Mrs. Scott was taken violently sick a few 
days before her death and every tlTort of 
her medioal attendants oonld afford for her 
relief proved nselesa. The symptoms attend- 
inf> her sickness were of such a nature us oc- 
oaaicned the belief in Dr. McKechnio'a mind 
that death was attributable to other than 
natural causes. Accordingly ho called upon 
Coroner Planta to hold un inquest and give 
an order for a post mortem examination. Dr. 
McKechnie made a post mortem last night, 
and though no uciual traces of poison 
were dieoovered, he found that there was 
every sppearanco of the action of some 
irritant ic .';e stomach. The inquest took 
place in Ji.e Good Torilpiara' hall, the fnl- 
lowing jury being empanelled : Wesley 
I'ryant (loremon), N, C. McKeen,J, Hough, 
1) H. lierkely, J. Bryant, D. S. MoDonalo, 
A. H. Hoylind. Robert H. Scott, the hus- 
band of the deceased, a machinist by trade, 
was the first witness called, Ho gave a very 
lull and clear account of his wife's sickness, 
aud stated that she was first taken ill on 
Monday, October I, complaining of severe 
cramps in the stomach. On the Wednesday 
following she was much worae, and in 
the afternoon was taken to bod. I'rom then 
on to the following Monday her condition 
remained much tho same ; she vomited con- 
tinuously and apparently sulTorod great 
pain. I'wo doctors, McKeohnio and Drys 
dale were in attendance ; their medicines 
had no lasting effect. On Wednesday 
night preceding death she had exceptionally 
violent attacks of aicknesa. A doctor.was 
again hurriedly sent for, but death ensued 
early Thursday morning, A box of rough 
on rats, produced by tlie obiet of police, 
was found in a cupboard in the 
hnuiB where the death occurred 
iSuatt Stated the box had been 
purchased about a month previous. A 
little had been need to poison mice the day 
the box was bought, itnoe then it hacl not 
been toaohed bo far as he koev. Box was 
only about quarter full, and witness was 
unable to aooonnfe for so little being' left. 
Dr. McKeohniA stated that suspicions of 
poiioning were aroused even before death, 
by reason of tho peculiar symptoms. He 
hud made a post mortem examination, and 
found no trace of any jioiaon, but tho smell 
suggoaled tho preaencu of phosphorus. Ho 
expressed the opinion that tlio stomach of 
deceased should bo subjocted to analysis by 
an export, Tho jury found that deceased 
came by her death from cauaes with regard 
to which there was not sutlicienti ovidonoo 
for them to form any conclusion. They 
reoommonded that tho public analyist make 
an ozamlnation of the stomaoh.

After a very uneventful trip with just a 
little rough weather thrown in to break tbe 
monotony, the Canadlan-Aastralian liner 

Arawa tied up at the outer wharf at six 
o'clock last evening, Her passenger list and 
cargo wore both small, and there is nothing 
of interest to report. In the oabin were : 
T. MoGiU, Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, Mrs. 
More, Mr. Baird, Mr. Blaiadail. Mr. Pohl- 
man, Dr. Howard and Captain 
Walters and family. F. B. Williams, 
James Wishart and K. K. GU- 
koraon, three Victorians who wont oil' to 
seek their fortunes a month or two ago, de- 
cided there was no place like homo after all, 
and BO cime back hale and hearty and glad 
to see Victoria again. Tho looked-for police 
officer, who is to take back to Sydney Fred. 
Ilollman, charged with etnbezzlement, ar- 
rived by the Arawa. He is Sergt. Forbes, 
of the Sydney police, who oomea armed with 
all tho documents needed to have liollmau 
extradited. He expecta to ntorn to Sydney 
with his prisoner on the return trip of the 
Arawa. The freight ia nearly all rice and 
fruit from Honolulu and Is in all 180 tone, 
about half of it being discharged here. 

The Arawa left Sydney on September 19, 
a day late, reached Fiji on September 25 and 
Honolulu Octobers. In latitude 33 ° north 
the bark Iron Queen, bound for San Fran- 
cisco, was sighted and asked to bo reported. 

The returned Victorians do not seem to 
think Hawaii haa altogether as peaceful a 
cok as tho republicuna and annexatloniHts 
there would havo the outside world believe. 
People from Canada or other I'ritiBh pos- 
aessiona are looked upon with suspicion, as 
there is fear yet of a rising by tbe Royalists, 
and every precaution is being taken to guard 
against any surprise that might ho attempt- 
ed. On landing at Honolulu every one is 
carefully searched for arms, which if found 
are promptly confiBcated nntil It is found 
out whether or not the owner oan safely be 
trusted. At the government buildings the 
gatlings and nine-pounders still stand ready 
for action and the police are armed like 
soldiers. A oloae watob ia kept ,on all now 
arrivals and they are made to toe the mark 

oloaoly. •■ 

Grave fean were CDtertained when the 
Arawa left Honolulu (Ootol>er 5) that a 
rising would take place within the next few 
days, as the Hyacinth, tho only man-of-war 
then in port, was expeoted to go on a abort 
cruise. Altogether, though tbe Republicans 
have the upper hand, they do not dare to re- 
their vigilance for a moment. One or 
two passengers from Hawaii to Victoria oom 
plain that they had to bay tickets for Van 
couver, as the agents in Honolulu refused to 
sell them tickets to Victoria direct. 

A specimen pile of Auatralian turpontind 
wood is being taken to Vancouver as an 
experiment. It is said to withstand the at- 
tacks of the teredo. The pile was sent by 
tho forestry department of N.S.W. 

Tho trouble between the pastoralists and 
sheep shearers in Queensland waa still go- 
ing on with no inimodiato prospects of 
aettlement, when tho Arawa sailed. In 
the legislative aaaembly on Sept, \2, dur- 
ing oommitteo on tho peace preservation bill 
introduoed by tho governmeut to put down 
the lawleaa outbreaks occasioned by tho 
strike, a great scene of confusion, ending in 
tho auepeneson of seven labor members, en- 
sued. In committee, at midnight, Mr. 
Glaseey appealed to the government to ap- 
point a conciliation committee to go to the 
West witii tbe object of endeavoring to 
settle the strike. Mr. Tozsr, the ohief 
aecretary, replied that the gonernment was 
prepared to ' aooopt several amendments 
from the opposition If the committee 
allowed the first eiz olausea to go 
While Mr. Brown was speaking tho through. 
Mr. Glaaaey would not accept a lino of 
tho bill and absolute disorder ensued, 
chairman ordered him to sit down. .Several 
mombors asked to bo allowed to niiiko an 
explanation. Mr. Stephens threatened to 
name all. Nearly uU the lobor members 
roao to thoir feet, ond the disorder lasted 
for five minutes, ■'mldat which there wore 
criea of " Yen aaid before you ontorod tho 
chair you'd name ua." Eventually tho 
Speaker was called, and Mr. Stephens 
named Mr. Brown. Tho Premier moved 
that ho bo suspended for a week, and on 
Mr. Brown refusing to leave tho chamber 
ho was removed amid cheers and groans, 
and cries of "Coercion." Mr. Hardaore 
was made to withdraw tho word " Coer- 
cion." Tho Speaker in tho first inatanco 
declared tho motion lost on the voices, but 
the labor membera called "Divide," 
and the sunpcnsinu was confirmed on 
division by .'!() to 21. Mr. Keid waa olso 
euapended and removed umid cheers. Mr. 
McDonald cried, "The gag of the brutal 
government," and waa named to the 
apeaker. Mr. McDonald then entered hia 
protest, and refusing to ait down waa named 
and suspended, Mr, Dawson .waa also sus- 
pended. The premier then moved that the 
ahairman leave the chair and report no pro- 
gress. Before tbe ohairman conld put the 
motion that he leave the ohair Mr. Turley 
made an Interjection and was named and re- 
moved. Mr. DuDsford immediately bcoamo 
obstreperous and ho was removed. Mr. 
Glaesey was also romovf d. 

EvcntH5.!!y the house at 2:.'!l) adjourned 
till next day. The proooodings wero most 
uproarious.
